Tonight  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (21-10-2,  44  pts.,  1st  Place  Interior  Div.)  host  the  Salmon  Arm  Silverbacks  (16-13-3,  35  pts., 
5th  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  third  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Wenatchee  is  7-4-0-1  against  the  Silverbacks  all-time,  and  are  3-2-0  at  home.  The  Wild  won  the  first  two 
meetings  this  season  on  the  road,  by  scores  of  7-1  and  8-3.  Wenatchee's  final  two  regular  season  home  games  are  against 
Salmon  Arm  in  February,  with  the  sixth  and  final  head-to-head  matchup  set  for  Feb.  19  at  Shaw  Centre. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Matt  Gosiewski  (21g,  13a)  leads  Wenatchee  with  34  points.  Team  captain  Lucas  Sowder  (llg,  22a) 
is  a  close  second  while  Josh  Arnold  (12g,  17a),  and  Murphy  Stratton  (5g,  24a)  follow  with  29  points  each.  Brandon  Koch 
leads  the  defensemen  with  24  points  (5g,  21a).  The  Silverbacks  are  powered  by  Matt  Verboon  (13g,  16a),  Noah  Wakeford 
(6g,  17a),  and  Trevor  Adams  (lOg,  12a).  Akito  Hirose  is  the  top  defender  (3g,  15a).
